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DHS grad changes 
upsets parents, 
students 

One parent planning her own dinner 
to honour grads

Grad committee advisor Annette 
Worth agreed, adding that there are a 
lot of rumours and misconceptions 
floating around about this year’s gradu¬ 
ation, but there really aren’t as many 
changes being made as some people 
may think. 

“Really just the biggest change is that 
it’s one day and it’s at the high school 
instead of the arena this year,” she said. 

The committee is still working out the 
details, but a Grand March is still in the 
plans, she added. 

“We’re going to try to do something 
like a Grand March. It might not be as 
big and fancy, but there will be some¬ 
thing like that,” said Worth. 

Thompson said in past years they sim¬ 
ply didn’t have the facilities to run a 
graduation that was truly connected to 
the school and now 
they do. 

“We know we don’t 
have the seating capac¬ 
ity, but when you look 
at the actual number of 
seats we can do in the 
school, and the ability 
to use the open area 
and the library, we 
think we can do a great 
job at it,” he said. 

“Moving it to the 
school has been diffi¬ 
cult, but I think it’s the 
right thing to do.” 

Still, Bauer is con¬ 
cerned there won’t be 
enough room for 
extended family, like 
grandparents to 

attend, and she feels 
that is unfair to the 
kids. 

“It’s all about your last big event of 
Grade 12,” she said. 

“I mean, graduating is a big thing, 
right? It’s huge. You wait a long time for 
that." 

Tickets for the dinner are $10 and can 
be purchased by calling Anne Bauer at 
507-0988. 

“I’m making sure it coincides with 
what the grad committee has planned, 
so we’ll just pick up and head over to 
the arena afterwards,” she said. 

“I’m hoping all the grads participate.” 


Changes to this year’s high school 
graduation ceremonies have some stu¬ 
dents and parents so upset that one par¬ 
ent has decided to take the matter into 
her own hands. 

Anne Bauer was disappointed to find 
out there would be no graduation din¬ 
ner this year and that the ceremonies, 
traditionally held in the arena, would be 
moved into the new school instead. 

So she’s holding her own dinner at the 
Memorial Complex after the school cer¬ 
emonies June 29. 

“My main concern is that these kids 
didn't have a last meal together as has 
always been done,” said Bauer. 

“There just isn’t room at the high 
school, so I’ve gone 
off on my own and 
I’ve booked the 
Multi-Purpose room 
so the kids can have 
a dinner and all 
their invited guests 
can attend.” 

The dinner will be 
a casual, beef on a 
bun meal and the 
students will be 
asked to supply a 
salad. 

“It’s not going to 
be fancy because 
I’m trying not to 
step on anyone’s 
toes, number one, 
and I’m trying to 
keep it cost-effec¬ 
tive,” said Bauer. 

Jay Tesky, who 
also has a son grad¬ 
uating and shares Bauer’s concerns, has 
offered to supply all of the food and 
condiments at cost. 

DHS principal Steve Thompson said 
the excitement around this year’s 
changes arc taking away from what it’s 
really about, which is an opportunity 
for the school to recognize the achieve¬ 
ments of its students. 

He said this year’s grad, like every 
other year, will be a “sincere, profes¬ 
sional, high level ceremony” the grads 
and their families can be proud of.

Another two miles up the 
road, her cell phone rang 
again. This time it was 
Brian calling to say STARS 
had confirmed what every¬ 
one else already seemed to 
know.

purchase. 

And just three weeks 
prior to the big win, Joanne 
turned down a good deal 


she’s on the road a lot and 
her 2002 truck was going to 
need to be replaced before 
long. 

Unfortunately, when the 
Brauns travelled to 
Camrose to see the truck 
and holiday trailer this 
past Easter weekend, they 
found that both were too 
high for Joanne to get in 
and out of comfortably, 
due to several knee sur¬ 
geries. 

But they will get a cash 
payout instead, which 
they may use for a better- 
suited truck and RV. 

While thrilled with the 
win, the Brauns say buy¬ 
ing the tickets wasn’t 
about the prize.

The couple has entered 


the draw every year for 17 
years.

Public works crews in 
the area are doing all they 
can at present to prevent 
potholes from causing 
problems for motorists. 

As of the end of March, 
there was approximately 
five feet of frost under¬ 
ground i«i Didsbury mean¬ 
ing it will be about two 
months before they can 
fill the holes with asphalt. 
But the public works and 
utilities department is 
nonetheless taking a 
proactive approach while 
it waits for the puddles to 
dry and frost to be out of 
the ground. Dale 
Kiesman, manager of the 
public works and utilities 
department, said they are 
filling holes where they 
can. 

“In the meantime, what 
we have been doing is 
using a gravel product," 
he said. 

Kiesman said the nor¬ 
mal procedure is to 
address main streets first, 
starting with the most 
severe problems, then 
moving down the street 
and filling in the minor 
ones before moving on to 
the next street. He said if 
members of the public 
works department can get 
to a hole relatively early 
in the season, they can 
limit the potential for a 
larger crater. 

“We address potholes 
12 months a year whether 
winter or summer,” he 
said. “We do budget for 
that (on a yearly basis).” 

Everyone in the com¬ 
munity has a role to play 
in keeping infrastructure 
in good condition, he said. 
The town regularly 
receives reports from citi¬ 
zens, and town staff pass 
those requests on to main¬ 
tenance staff who check 
out the problems while 
performing other duties. 
When they have time, 
they fill in the holes 
deemed the largest priori-
